Washington. Oct. 7.— Tha Scbley 
nrt of inquiry entered upon the 
third straight week of the investiga- 
tion of Admiral rif hlcy's coniluct in 
.the Spanish war with lii(> aitendanci' 
large as at any previous time, indl- 
.ting the Interest in the case is un- 
abated. It had be«n expected that 
the navy department would be able tu 
complete Its presentation of the ca.se 
by the close of lust week, Imt when 
the court opened iMonday Lenilv s lis; 
of witnesses still contained almost a 
doien names. Proqilnent among 
theaa is Captain Cbadwick. who wast 
Rear Admiral Sampson's chief of staff 
and who was in immediate command 
of the flagship New York duiiug the 
Santiago campaign. 

The program for Monday included 
in addition to thoaa rtcallad for the 
correction of teitimony, the names ot 
two new witnesses and two who havi 
hitherto been on the ftand. The new 
witnesses; who were present when 
court convened, were Captain W. M. 
Folger, who commanded the cruiser 
New Orleans during the bombardment 
of the Cristobal Colon May 31, in 
which tni vessel participated, and 
Lieutenant Bristol, wUd as an ensisn 
was the watch officer on the bat.le- 
Eliip Texas during the Santiago cam- 
paign. Ueutenant Commander Dyson 
also was pressni. 

The dajr's proceedings began with 
the recall of Lieutenant Doyle and 
Commander Rodgers for the purpose 
cf correcting their previous testimony, 
and wlien they were excused Lieuten- 
ant Commander Hodgson, navigator of 
the Brooklyn during tha SantUgo cam- 
paign, resumed the stand. It was his 
third sitting and the Judge* advocate 
bad not entirely completed his ques- 
tions. There were still a few of the 
Utters constituting Itie correspond- 
t:nce between the witness and Admiral 
Schley to be read and when they were 
concluded. Captain Lemly and Mr. 
Hanna jiroceeded with their questions. 

When the reading the schley-Hodg- 
Bon correspondence had been conclud- 
ed. Captain Lemly ask( d .Mr. Hodguoo 
whether his denial of the coiloquoy 
between himself and (Commander 
Schley had ever been published en- 
tire. Mr. Hodgson replied in the ne- 
gative, saying that the last paragraph 
of his letter of denial had not betn 
print* d. This paragraph referred to 
the enclosure of a newspaper clipping. 

Mr. Rayner began bis cross-exami- 
nation by asliing Mr. Hodgson whether 
the Marblehead had hailed the Brook 
lyn when the two vessels passed each 
other as the Eiookiyn was on her way 
to Cicnfuegos. Witness replied in the 
negative. The examination tatn turn- 
ed upon events about Cienfuegoa, and 
in reply to Mr. Rayner's inquiry Mr. 
Hodgson detailed these at lengib. 

Commander ilodgi-on said in leply 
to these quest iors that he had seen 
the lights on the shore at Cicnfuegos 
which were afterward dttei mined to 
be signals, but he had supposed they 
were signals between different branch 
es of the Spanish forces on shore. He 
added that when Captain McCaiia ai 
rjved wlih information as to the 
meaning of the signals, he was imme- 
diately dispatched to the shore to 
communicate with the Cubans. He 
said, the nrogrtss of the squadron was 
impeded between Cienfuegos and San- 
tiago by the heavy weather, the small- 
er vestels, the Vixen and Eagle, 
especially the Eagle. 

Mr. Rayner asiied: "How far were 
yon off during this blockade of Sauiia 
go from the Morro during tlie day and 
night of May 26, 29. SO, and II?" WL 
uess said: "Early in the day time 
our habitual tosltlon was about six 
miles. In the night, I think we steam- 
ed up and down in front of the harbor, 
a distance ot about six miles." Ho 
stated that the Picket bpaU. t^e Mar 
blehead and tho Vixen. w«r« Inside 
the line of the fleet about midway be- 
tween that line and the shore lines. 
Witness in response to a request from 
Mr. Rayner continued his description 
of the naval battle of July a, from ine 
point whers he bad droppsd that de- 
scription at Captain Lemty's request 
while be was on the stand Friday. In 
this connection he said the Brooklyn 
did ail she could. She got into action 
Just as quick as ituun could carry her 
there. Wo eommenoed Irlng as soon 
us the first gun on tltO port bow would 
bear and we kept ths port battery fir- 
ing until she turned with port helm 
through the arc, using the aft guns 
until we got all the starboard guns to 
tear. We got around as quickly as 
we could with the port helm, when we 
almost parelleled the course of the 
ifading Spanish vessel, when the helm 
was caseidi and tk« ship steered a 



course paralel with the Vlscaya which 
was then the leading vessel, aiUujugh 
ihe Maria Teresa probably was farth- 
er to the westward than the Vlscaya. 
She was standing til an angle ii^to the 
shore. When wO; got,^ artiM tM 
smoke was so ver- dense nothing 
could be seen of anything in tiM rear 
ot us. The three bpanlsh vessels 
then engaged were the Vlscaya, the 
Colon and the Oquendo. The Vlscaya 
was about 2,500 yards on our star- 
board beam. The Oquendo was abaft 
the starboard beam. We continued 
in that direction when h remarked to 
Captain Cook that it seemed rather 
lonely for us out there. He was in 
the conning tower. He ased why. I 
said that we were all alone wiiti the 
three Spanish vessels and it seemud 
that it dopended upon, vs to kaocx 
them out At that time the smoke 
was so dense I could not see anything 
and I supposed that the New York be- 
ing away, the Brooklyn was steaming 
ahead of the slower vessels. He 
stepped out of the conning tower and 
exclaimed to me, 'What's that off our 
starboard quarter.?' I looked In that 
direction and saw the heavy bow of a 
ship and ^Id 'That must be the Mss* 
sachusetts.' He said: 'No. It could 
not be the Massachusetts,, sne has 
gone to Quatanamao.' I said it must 
\M- tbe Oregon, and he remarked 'Ood 
bleu the Oregon.' I said, 'Well, I am 
very glad to see her.' The Oregon 
was at Ihut time, about, I should say, 
400 or 500 yards off our starboard 
quarter at full speed. We continued 
in that position until the Brooklyn's 
speed began to -Increase as 'we got 
steam and probably drow a llttlo farth- 
er aheaf 'Of the Oregon. She never 
was that close to us again as I remem- 
ber. The Oquendo very shortly fell 
out and went ashore. The Colon grad 
ually drew ahead and also went in 
shore. I remember very well the time 
that the Viscaya blanketed her from 
our fire. This chase was continued In 
that direction until when off Acerea- 
deras the Vlscaya ported her helm 
and ran in shore. The Colon at this 
time bad gained speed and was In 
shore, I suppose, some seven miles, 
▲tter passing the Viscaya we steamed 
ahead and ceased firing. The men 
were allowed to come out of the tur- 
rets one at a time to get a breathing 
spell although of course, all guns 
were manned and everything ready 
but the gaining upon the Colon was 
very slow, in fket she gained appar- 
ently on us. Th>s was about 11:16 
when the Vlscaya stood in for Acer- 
readeras. The chase was continuitd 
then after the Colon. 1 knew it must 
be six or seven miles away, until we 
gradually began to gain. I remember 
keeping tlM stadimetsr at work on 
her, although lae 18,000 yards would 
not register on the stadlmeter. 1 re- 
member at one time telling Commo- 
dore Schley that it was within about 
18,000 yards, and my recollection is he 
told some one to signal the Oregon to 
try one ot her 'railrad trains.' At any 
rate shortly afterward the Oregon 
fired one of her 13-inch shells which 
fell short. Then we tried with 8-lnch 
shells and they fell short. The Oregon 
was signalling to us the fall of our 
shot and we signalled to her the fall 
ot,her shot We continued occasional- 
ly' to Aire, the Oregon her 18 and 8- 
inch guns. I remember seeing one of 
the 13-lnch shells of th" Oregon fell 
well ahead of the Colon and one of our 
8-inch shells apparently icn in sbore 
of the Colon. At that time the Colon 
ported to helm hard aport. Previous- 
ly to this she had ported her helm 
once or twice apparently seeking a 
soft spot on shore. She fired her lee 
gun and hauled down her flag. I puli- 
«d out my watch, it was exactly 1 : 15. 
We then ceased firing and slowed 
down and orders il'ere given to gtv 
out a boat The captain was ordered 
to go aboard and make terms with or 
tell the terms to the commanding of 
ficer of the Colon. On account of steam 
having been cut oft and there being 
some trouble wltli the boat we were 
some little time gbttlng the boat out 
in the meantime we had slowed and 
as rapidly as could be accomplished 
one of the cutters was finally gotten 
out and a crew put In. Captain Cook 
went in the boat and boarded the 
Colon. I think he probably had a mile 
and a halt to pulL 

Witness, in reply to <in»stf4Ba. oon; 
tlnued his report of the battla. H« 
said that at the beginning of the Jgbt 
he had given the range at 1,400 yards, 
but that after the loop it waa about 
2,400 or 8,500 yards. . 

Mr. Rayner: "What was tho bea^ 
Ing of Commodore Schley duriai|^ this 
engagement or any engagement in 
which you saw him?' ' Hi^ liearing 
and manner, with respect to an of- 
ftcer ot his rank and station in the 
naval service were naturally those of 
a commChder-in-chtef ot a naval force 
on that occasion." Witness said that 
the commodore bad occupied a place 
on a platform around the conning tow- 
er during the ongagement This, he 
said, WM • poalfloB ot danger as the 
comau>dor« was there always la full 
view ot the enemy's ships. 

"It has been stated, however," said 
Mr. Rayner, "that the Brooklyn ran 
8,000 ya(4a a^ay from the enemy's 
sjilps in maktuthe loop." fitness re- 



plied: "Any witness who made thai 
statement, although he may have stat- 
ed what be thought had oecvrred. was 
absolutely mistaken." 

"How far did she go from the ene- 
my's Vlfcssels?" She must have gone 
about 600 yards to the southeast, as 
that is about tb> tactical diametar Ol 
the Broo7lyn at that speed." 

"Did this turn interfere with the 
Brooklyn's ability to keep up her 
fire?" "It did not; she continued to 
fire from her af turrets." 

"Did you ever see the Indiana dur- 
ing the engagement?" "I did not The 
smoke was very dense in the direction 
of the Indiana." At this point Mr. 
Rayner questioned the witness at 
length concerning his reported collo- 
Quy with Admiral Schley during the 
1 altle off Santiago, In which the com- 
modore was repoi'ted to liave said: 
"Damn the Texas." Witness said 
that when his conversation with Com- 
modore Schley occurred on the Brook- 
lyn the commodore was standing on 
the platform around the conning tow- 
er and two or three feet from witmss 
and that Cap.ain Cool;, a part of tlie 
time stood In the door of the conning 
tower four or five feet distant and took 
part in the conversation. "When 1 
suggested to Commodore Schley that 
there was fear of colliding with tnn 
Texas he said 'Damn the Texas.' He 
used the expression as not in any v.;\v 
condemning the Texas for being there, 
but as If he were Irritated aa one 
might be about anything." 

Mr. Bayner asked then about the 

expreosloB attrtbated to wttneas, "she 
will cut down the Texas." Commsnd- 
er Hodgson replied that there was no 

such expression in the letter and th:;t 
he never bad said the Brooklyn wnuid 
cut down the Texas. "There is a g )od 
deal In that reported colloquy that 1 
did not say. The statement was nev- 
er made, but the commodore did say 
"D«mn the Texas." 

At the afternoon sest-i(in witness 
said he had written his denial of the 
colloquy at the request of Admiral 
Schley. Also that when the SSroolilyn 
made the loop she did ndt blanket 'be 
fire of the Texas, although witness 
feared she would do so. After a nuni 
ber of questions by the court Com 
mander Hodgson was excused and 
Captain W. .M. Folger, who command 
ed the cruiser New Orleans during 
the Spanish war, was called. He de- 
tailed his part in the campaign begin 
ning with the arrival of the New Or 
leans at Santiago. 

He was followed by Lieutenant Dy- 
son, recalled. At 3:65 p. m. whiU 
Lieutenant Dyson wafc still on the 
stand, the court adjourned until Tues- 
day at 11 o'clock.

Dayton, O., let 7.— Mrs. A. J. Wit- 
wer, a widow residing In this city, M-,ia 
arrested at the instigation of the cor- 
oner and is held a piisoner pend;ng 
an investigation which piouiises to be 
sensational in Its results. Mrs. Wit- 
wer Is suspected of 14 murders, the 
list Including four husbands, five chil- 
dren, one sister and four members of 
different families in which she was 
employed as hou.sekeept t. The last 
supposed victim was the sister, Mrs. 
Anna Pugh, who died a week ago un- 
der mysterious circumstances. An 
autopsy at the request of Mrs. Wit- 
wer's mother, who came here from 
Detroit, is t-aid to have disclosed th'i 
presence of aisenie and coi)peias in 
the stoma< li. I'ollewins closely up.jo 
the death of her first husband, Fred 
Schweger, came the death of two chil- 
dren. The second husband died sud- 
denly several years after the wedding 
and three children of this marriage 
died In rapid succestion. The last 
hiisl>and. A. J Witmer. died last April. 
In each instance death was somewhat 
sudden and all were strangely alike. 

The prisoner Is 47 years old and 
tormerly lived In MIddletown, O. She 
lias two .-ons in the Philippines and a 
sister, it is .-stated, in a .New York a^y- 
liim. .\o c(ineei\ able motive for the 
suspected crimes has been disclosed. 
Drugs which were found In the house 
occupied by Mrs. Witwer ars in pos- 
session of the police and will be 
examined. 

The thud hii^^baud of .Mrs. Witwer 
was William Siowe, who died at .M.d- 
dletown, under symptoms, it is stated, 
of arsenic poisoning. Mr. Stowe's 
death at that time created a sensation 
and was the subject of an Investiga- 
tion by the coroner It was soon after 
.Mr. S'owe's deiit'.i ih;i". .Mrs. Witwer 
came to Dayton. She shortly after- 
ward a.'^sumed the duties' of hou."je- 
keeper for Charles F. Keller, a widow- 
er. Keller died suddenly and the in- 
formation since gained by the coronar 
concerning Kellar's death is that his 
ailment was similar to that ol a p^-r- 
son al^'eetid liy V)oi8on. 

Mrs. Witwer acted as housekeeper 
for John A. Wenz. a druggist. Wens 
died in September. 1900. The physi- 
cians attributed his -death to blood 
poisoning, but now tell the coioner 
that they were dissatisfied with th' ir 
diagnosis at the time. Tv, o month* 
before Mr. Wenz's heath his 4year- 
old son died suddenly. Mrs. Witwer 
next resided with a Mr. snd Mrs. Gab- 
led on Best street, Rlverdale. These 
two di^-d suddenly find the coroner 
says their sic kness was of the naiure 
ot arsenical polsonlnK.

Presidential Appointments. 

Washington. Oct 7.— The president 
appointed foimer Governor Thomas 
Jones of Alabama to be United States 
district judge for the northern and 
middle districts of Alabama to nil the 
vacancy caused by the death of Judge 
Bruce. The president alfeo appointed 
Charles Hartzell ot Colorado secre- 
tary of Porto Rifo to fill the vacancy 
caused by the promotion of Secretary 
Hunt to the governorship of the lilUld.
